I  have  the  honour  to  present 

tho  annual  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the 
Winslow  Rural  District  for  the  year  1945, 

During  my  absence  with  tho  Forces  upon  administrative 
Public  Health  duties  in  Germany,  tho  work  was  ably  performed  by 
Dr.  Doris  Gritchlcy. 

Owing  to  the  retirement  of  Hr.  J.C.  Nicholls  the  late 
Sanitary  Inspector,  in  Hay,  and  the  fact  that  .Hr.  H.  Nicholls  did 
not  rosLimo  his  Sanitary  duties  until  Docombor  tho  district  was 
not  served  by  a  permanent  officer  for  a  considerable  period. 

However  the  general  health  of  tho  inhabitants  has 
remained  satisfactory,  and  there  has  boon  complete  freedom  from 
epidemics  of  serious  infectious  disease. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  there  was  not  one  case 
of  dipthcria  notified.

Council  for  their  helpful  co-operation,  and  to  the  Members 
Public  Health  staff  including  Mrs.  Monk  for  their  valuable 
assistanoo  in  tho  preparation  of  this  report.

.  The  Bucks  Water  Board,  of  which  the  Council  are  a 

constituent  member,  are  the  statutory  water  undertakers  in  the 
district  and  their  mains  are  available  in  each  parish.  The 
supply  is  adequate  and  of  good  quality. 

During  the  v;ar  years  the  parish  public  puirips  have 
been  maintained  for  emergency  purposes  and  still  constitute  the 
source  of  supply  for  a  number  of  houses. 

In'  the  ovont  of  water  from  a  public  pump  being 
found  to  be  unsuitable  for  human  consumption,  a  warning 
notice  to  the  inhabitants  is  attached c 

It  is  anticipatedthat  with  the  cariyring  out  of 
comprehensive  sowago  schomos  in  many  parishes  in  bhe  post  wai' 
years  a  considerable  number  of  properties  will  be  ccnnoctcd 
to  the  Board’s  mains  and  the  existing  v/clls  ariri  p^omps'  can  then 
bo  dispensed  with.
